Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Battle  Rural  District 

Council : - 


I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  ninth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Battle  Rural  District, 

It  is  shortened  as  the  previous  reports  for  the  years 
of  war  have  been  by  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

It  is  fair  tc  all  concerned  in  its  production  to  note 
that  the  matter  omitted  is  not  that  which  takes  longest  to 
compile. 

Figures  that  indicate  population  should  be  regarded 
as  secret. 

As  in  1941  the  reduced  Public  Health  Staff  entailed 
some  lessened  activity.. 

On  February  7th  the  staff  was  further  diminished  by 
the  retirement  of  Mr,  A.  J,  Jenner,  Chief  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector <■  Mr,  Jenner  had  held  his  office  since 
the  present  Battle  Rural  District  was  formed  in  1934  and 
before  that  had  held  the  like  office  under  the  old  Battle 
Rural  District  Council  since  1911. 

Since  duties  arising  from  the  war  had  occupied  most 
of  his  time  his  retirement  did  not  make  so  much  difference 
to  the  work  of  the  Department  as  it  would  have  in  normal 
t ime  s , 

Nevertheless  the  loss  of  his  experienced  advice  and 
ready  help  could  not  but  be  felt. 

Mr.  A,  E.  Harris  continued  his  valuable  salvage  work. 
Mr.  W.  Francis  besides  lecturing  as  A.R.P.S,  Instructor 
had  duties  in  the  Control  Room  and  v/as  in  charge  of  gas- 
dec  ontaminat ion . 

These  officers  are  to  be  congratulated  that  with 
their  extra  duties  so  much  ordinary  public  health  v/ork  has 
been  done.  They  had  the  responsibilities  of  and  did  the 
greater  part  of  the  v/ork  done  by  five  officers  in  normal 
times . 


The  Department  suffered  a severe  loss  when  its  chief 
clerk  Mr.  N.  Campany  v/as  transferred  on  May  1st  to  other 
work  pending  his  joining  the  Array. 

Mr.  Campany  had  the  details  of  the  work  so  well  at  his 
fingers*  ends  that  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  his  going 
caused  dismay. 

By  good  fortune  an  able  successor  was  found  in  Miss 
Whatley  who  had  begun  training  as  his  understudy  on 
February  16th, 

On  May  11th  Mr.  W.F.G.Carter  gave  up  the  office  of 
First  Aid  Commandant. 
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Mrs*  Thorpe  who  had  been  Assistant  Commandant  succeeded 
him.  The  Council  has  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  fill 
the  gap  by  one  so  experienced  and  well  qualified  for  the 
post , 

The  general  health  as  far  as  it  is  indicated  by  notified 
disease  wa3  good  except  for  an  epidemic  of  measles. 

Scabies  was  still  wide-spread.  It  threw  much  extra  work 
on  the  District  Nurses, 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  all  concerned  were  on 
the  alert  for  typhus. 

If  cases  occurred  the  patients  were  to  be,  sent  to  High 
Grove  Hospital,  East  Grinstead. 

I have  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  also  the  members  of  other  departments  for  un- 
failing help  in  many  matters  and  in  the  production  of  this 
report.

The  Gypsum  mine  and  factory  in  Mountfield  parish  employed  in 
1942  275  persons  of  whom  134  men  worked  underground. 

Other  important  industries  are  a tannery,  a jam  factory 
and  a steel  window -frame  factory  at  Battle,  and  near  Rye  two 
factories  where  piles r slabs,  curbs,  pipes  and  the  like  are 
made  from  concrete  mixed  with  the  local  beach.

The  material  used  was  A.P.T.  as  in  1941.  Two  injections 

°i  c,c*  and  c«5  c*c,  were  given  with  an  interval  between 
of  five  weeks  to  three  months. 

Immunization  should  be  established  in  twelve  weeks  after 
the  second  injection. 


It  is  fortunate  that  it  has  been  found  that  so  long  a 
period  may  lie  between  the  two  injections.  It  follows  that 
if  a child  who  has  received  one  inoculation  should  miss  an 
immunizing  session  tno  second  inoculation  can  nevertheless 
generally  be  given  in  time. 


_ best  time  to  immunize  is  a soon  as  possible  after  the 

iirsu  birthday,  .Children  immunized  as  young  as  that  should 

receive  a second  injection  of  .5  c.c,  when  they  reach  school 
age . 

The  one  flaw  in  cur  scheme  is  that  the  Schick-test  is 
not  provided. 

Without  this  no  one  can  be  certain  that  a child  who  has 
been. inoculated  is  actually  immune,  though  with  so  many  re- 
ceiving the  injections  the  risk  of  a few  failures  to  the 
community  is  slight.

In  the  second  half  year  two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  noti- 
fied in  children  under  15  years  of  age.  One,  a boy  of  11  had 
completed  the  course  of  immunization  not  less  than  twelve  weeks 
before  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

It  is  to  be  noted  however  that  four  months  had  elapsed 
between  hi3  two  injections,  so  that  strictly  he  was  not 
properly  immunized,  and  that  his  disease  was  very  slight  and 
clinically  unlike  ordinary  diphtheria.

At  the  direction  of  the  Council  (Resolution  of  March  5th 
1942)  a report  on  health  and  nutrition  of  elementary  school 
children  in  the  District  was  prepared  and  presented  on  March 
30  th. 

It  necessarily  referred  largely  to  conditions  in  1941  but 
in  all  essentials  it  applies  to  1942. 

Only  at  Brede  and  Netherfield  did  the  Head  Teachers  think 
the  general  health  of  the  children  had  deteriorated,  and  at 
Netherfield  this  was  ascribed  to  bad  weather  and  influenza. 

The  Head  Teachers  also  of  Bodie.m,  Burwash  Weald  and 
Ewhurst  thought  the  children,  though  no  worse  than  before,  not 
so  well  or  well  nourished  as  they  should  be. 

Colonel  Sawyer  who  saw  many  children  at  sessions  for 
diphtheria  immunization  and  saw  with  fresher  eyes  than  a 
teacher !s  or  of  one  engaged  in  frequent  medical  inspection 
noted  u speaking  generally  I have  boon  struck  by  the  good 
health  and  good  nourishment  of  the  children  and  consider  they 
have  suffered  very  little  from  war  conditions.” 

He  was  struck  as  all  who  visit  schools  are  by  the  in- 
adequacy of  many  school  buildings. 
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Your  M.O.H,  is-  ° nvinced  that  the  milk  now  supplied  in 
all  or  nearly  all  1 schools  is  improving  the  health  of  the 
children  and  so  arc.  the  hot  dinners  provided  in  many  schools 
in  spite  of  the  iac  -hat  only  six  Head  Teachers  were  able  t 
state  that  they  notice  i a difference  between  those  who  had 
the  school  dinner  and  those  who  did  not# 

At  the  direction  of  the  Council  Colonel  Sawyer  and  your 
M.0#H.  went  to  Lewes  and  put  before  the  Director  of  Education 
their  opinion  that  hot  dinners  should  be  supplied  at  every 
school. 

The  Director  said  that  the  Education  Authority  equally 
desired  canteens,  that  many  difficulties  had  to  be  overcome 
but  that  since  January  the  Education  Authority  had  been  pre- 
pared to  supply  cooks  and  everything  required  for  School 
Managers  who  wished  for  hot  dinners  in  the  schools  in  their 
charge#  It  rests  v/ith  the  Managers#

Training  of  the  Casualty  Services  Personnel  has  been 
carried  out  regularly  throughout  1942;  courses  of  lectures 
in  war-time  First  Aid,  Nursing  and  gas  being  held  all  over 
the  Battle  District. 

Combined  training  has  been  carried  out  between  Rescue 
and  First  Aid  Depots  at  Battle,  Robertsbridge , Catsfield, 
Northiam,  Ouestling  and  Winchelsea  in  Rescue  and  First  Aid, 
also  exercises  combined  with  the  Military  and  Home  Guard. 

Members  of  the  Mobile  Post  stationed  at  Battle  have 
visited  many  of  the  parishes  in  the  District,  in  order  to 
familiarise  themselves  with  First  Aid  Point  personnel  and 
with  the  position  and  facilities  of  the  Points.  All  Post 
and  Point  personnel  hold  weekly  practices. 

During  1942  there  were  31  civilian  casualties  in  the  area, 
of  whom  six  were  dead  (three  killed  outright),  eight  were 
taken  to  hospital,  and  seventeen  treated  at  First  Aid  Points, 
There  v/ere  21  military  casualties  of  whom  three  were  dead, 
fifteen  were  taken  to  hospital  and  three  were  treated  at 
First  Aid  Points.
